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THE CARTERSVILLE CONVENTION.

New Yorx, September 10.—The Herald's 
Geneva special says that the statement that 
only three million pounds have been awarded 
to the United States has been officially de- 
clared to be incorrect. The arbitrators met 
yesterday to consider the final form of 
verdict, but both English and American 
agents were exciud from the meeting 
be verdict is definitely against Eagiand for 
want of due diligence and good faith, but 
this will be expressed in mild terms.

deference to the wishes of the British Gov- 
ernment. 

SaLt Laxe Crrv, September 10 —General 
Morrow returned Iate last night. The troops 
remain at the scene of the Indian troubles. 
Council with the hostile chiefs in Sanperte 
is now in seasion. The Indians poasires re- 
fused to return to their reservation. They 
said that they had left it because they were 
starving and they thonght that they might as 
well be killed by the soldiers. The agents 
they said were liars and thieves. 

General Morrow notified them that they 
must return, promising to give them food on 
the way and full supplies on their arrival at 
the reservation. 

The chiefs finaily consented, but said they 
would return to the valley if not fed. 
General Morrow reports a perfect reign of 
terror in Banperte county. The people were 
wholly at the mercy of the savages and the 
arrival of troops was bailed with tears of 
joy. If the Indians are now properly cared 
for at ihe reservation there will be no more 
trouble, if not war must ensue,

The total vote will if it is inereased in pro- 
portion, be 125,600, of which Perham should 
have 70,465, and Kimbal! 55,185. 

The total vote last year was 165,897, of 
which Perbam had 58,285; Kimball, 47.578: 
scattering, 34; KRepublican majority, 10,707 
In 1868, Chamberlain, Republican, had 75,- 
545; Pillsbury, Democrat, 56,252; Kepubli-

The drought and rust have 
damaged the prospects very much, and 
the ravages of the worms in many parts 
will still further reduce the crop. We have 
before us reliable estimates of damages in 
various portions of the cotton growing coun- 
ties, and, as far as we are capabie of judging, 
we consider the prospects at least 25 per cent 
worse than was generally agticipated a 
month or two ago. 

Mapaip, Spats, September 10.—An ex- 
press train on the Barcelona and Yalenia 
railway was thrown from the track between 
Faragona and Fortona by aland slide.

ON THE 


Railway System of Georgia. 
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Mr. President and Gentlemen of Ute Press; 


The extension of our railway system is 
one of deep and vital importance to Geor- 
vin, inportent asthe means of development. 
i nportant as the means of staying the exodus 
of our citizens from the State, and as the 
means of enabling us to hold our position as 
the Empire State of the South, and especially 
to enable us to keep pace with the progress 
of our sister States in the advancement of 
our inaterial interests. 

The war left us prostrate, and although 
our general condition has greatly improved, 
it hae not reached that point which we had 
hoped, and which we have striv:m 0 attain. 
Various causes nay be assigned for unis fail- 
ure, but the most prominent of aj] is the want 
of the extension of our railway system to 
that extent demanded by the shsolute wants 
and imperative demands of the people. 

A large portion of our territory is still 
without railway facilitics. Our planters and 
farmers who ure distant from one to three 
‘lay’s travel froin railway and telegraph faci'- 
ities, cannot be expected to remain content 
with their lot. Their isolated situation is at- 
tended with many serious drawbacks to their 
prosperity, and it is unreasonable to expect 
them to remain content with the deprivation 
of advantages which their more fortunate 
{cllow-cilizetia possess. 

The want of these facilities has compelled 
thousands of our people to emigrate to seéc- 
tions where they could command them, and 
it will foree thousands of otbers to follow 
their example unless we extend our railway 
aysicin #0 as to Cover the entire State, When 
we compare the progress of our State with 
those who sre making ure of the railway and 
telegraph ag the meins of peopling snd do- 
veloping their waste places, and iwercasing 
their commercial and political power, we are 
struck with amazement that the great Btate 
of Georgia, to whom nature has been so 
bountiful, should not strive with all ber great 
poe Ww at least retain her own sons upon 
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1¢F OWN soil, 

What are the facta? In place of an im- 
migartion of planters and farmers, occupying 
and bringing under cultivation our wild lands 
and manufacturers to improve our water 
powers, converting the raw materia] into 
gold, and of mechanics supplying our wants, 
nil of laborers with their strong arms to up- 
hold and strengthen the general interests ; we 
we fiad thousands of our planters and farm- 
ers waving the State to get within the wealth- 
creating intluences of railways im more pro- 
gressive States, leaving their Georgia homes 
to grow Upin biiars aud pine thickets, our 
water powers remain unimproved, the few 
mechanics we bave, either comparatively idle, 
or seeking other local tics where w diversity 
of iuteresis andi pursulis are acknowledged 
aa true political economy, our laborers drawn 
off to supply the demand ia sections whose 
lands have not been impoverished by our 
murderous system of cultivation, or rather, 
scarification; all rapidly and surely driving 
us into a self-elected bankruptcy. 

It is estimated that within the last year 
that from ten totwelve thousand emigrants 
have gone out of the State, and that during 
that period not over six hundred imigranis 
have come toto the State. What a comment 
upon our boasted enterprise ! 

A careful examination of tho subject de- 
velops the fact that in nine cases in ten these 
emigrants are from fsections in Georgia 
Without railway facilitica, aud that i the 
section of their new homes they have 
locate’ on or contiguous to some line of 
railway already completed or in course of 
rapid construc'ion. 

The political cconomy that permits such o 
deplorabie condition of affairs to exist is 
radically wrong, destructive to all progress, 
entirely devoid of the first principles of 
statesmauship, and utterly wanting in com- 
noA business sense, 

With this existing state of affairs it is bigh 
time we had ceased prating about our euter- 
prise, our superior and even remarkable nat- 
ural advantages, and take such steps as will 
at least retain our present population, 

We have on our statute. books 82 railway 


charters that have the State’s indorsement for | § 


an average of about $12,000 per mile, making 
& total of about $30,000,000 conditional, pro- 
spective liability on the part of the State. In 
each of the localities covered by these char- 
ters railway facilities are inperatively de- 
manded, but they cannot be built because the 
people are too ory to subscribe and pay ihe 
amountsubscribed by law, and hence the emi- 
gration referred to. 

[t is undeniably true thatif these proposed 
railways were consiructed the standard ga 
of five feet, costing from $20,000 to $30,009 
per mile, Uiat they would bave a capacity 
greatly in excess of the wants of the sections 
iui which they are located. 

In this case then, we will invest an un- 
necessary amount, thereby entailing high 
rates of transportation upon all interests 
with which they come in contact. 

We will have invesied an amount entirel 
disproportioned to the object sought to be al- 
tained, and would be utterly wanting in the 
common sense which we use in our daily 
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'y remedy they can apply to pre- 
he the narrow gauge road with 
its sma!) cost and cheap rates. 

Adopt the narrow gsuge, and every poy! 
town in the State can bave its railway, and if 
economically - grewengag, ad — y man- 

ed, vw hi narrow

a system of cheap railways, who can esti- 
mate the good that would flow therefrom? 
Our cities would rapidly increase in popu 
sion, commmerce and wealih, our county 
towne would build up, onr water 
powers would be improved, our mineral in- 
terests would be developed, manufactures 
would be established, our planters and farm- 
ers provided with railway facilities would be 
vastly benefitted, emigration would cease, 
and immigration would commence, and the 
Press would Lave a vast new field for the 
display of its intelligence and power.
